Assurances 
that a bill to authorize Federal assistance 
would be one of the first measures to be 
placed before the new Parliament now ap- 
pear to be little better than an empty 
gesture, Gone is any hope that a start can 
be made this year, even if such a bill is pre 
sented at the coming session. 
In a matter such as this, bearing on na- 
tional development and progress, the lead 
should have come from’ the national Gov- 
ernment; but it has not. Instead, the Do- 
minion offers one excuse after another 
First it was fatture on the part of the prov- 
inces to reach agreement as to-route, Now 
according to reports brought back from 
-Ottawa by Premier Johnson, it is failure by 
the provinces — always the provinces — to 
agree as to-how costs of construction should 
be apportioned

HE Royal Canadian Navy's commis 
sioned ships on the Pacific Coast, to- 
gether with navat shore establish- 
ments, will hold open house this week to 
the general public at set times and occa- 
sions. The cruiser H.M.C.8, Ontario, the 
destroyers. Athabaskan and ‘Grescent, and 
the frigates Antigonish-and Beacon Hil! will 
participate in the program, which has be- 
come a welcome annual event in this com 
munity The ceremonies began yesterday 
with a naval parade, and will continue until 
the end of the week with plenty of oppor- 
tunity for the public to see what Canada is 
doing afloat 
Although it is small by world standards,‘ 
the Royal Canadian Navy is a highly- 
trained nucleus capable of considerable ex, 
pansion in times of need. Its record in two 


Among nine provinces widely differing in 
character of course there will be lack of ac- 
cord on such questions; but is that to be 
allowed to retard the project forever?

of initial considerations. The Dominion’s re- 
fusal torefer this matter to an independent 
body cannot help but_raise doubts as to its 
sincerity about the whole project

Sir—Mr. Raytnond Moley’s articles on ‘Brit- 
ain's Financial Plight,” though couched in polite 
and redtrained language, paint an unrestrained 
picture that “all is wrong and nothing's right’ 
over there 

In the commercjal and industrial conclusions 
Mr, Moley has drawn he is wrong and hia 
méfits are likely to prejudice the sale of Britian 
goods 

If the price of British goods has increased, no 
have prices risen in every country. The ‘raw ma- 
terials and food which Britain has to buy over 
seas have increased very much more than the 
price she gets for her exported manufactures and 
this is one of the main causes of her ptesent em- 
barrassment. The Canadian: and American 
miner and farmer and logger. have been the prin- 
¢ipal beneficiaries from the enormously in- 
creased prices of their products. The managing 
director of the firm making the English car 
which, in British Columbla has outsold all oth- 
ers, Canadian-or American, ithe first six months 
of this year, recently stated that while the jabor 
coats of his 1949 car have only increased 20% over 
1939, his-raw materials have increased 250% 

Mr. Moley foretella the doom of Britain from 
her lack of raw materials and her other geo- 
graphic and economic limitations. As an Ameri- 
can, Mr. Moley should surely know that the 
greatest assets of any country lie in the people 
thereof, Froni the events of the last tert years 
and the behaviour of the British people during 
that time there does not seem any valid reasdn 
for supposing their decline in the future 

‘Thé industrial facts are that in the first six 
months of this year Britain increased the value 

“ 


‘ of her-exports 20% above 1948 (‘in the same 
period Canada increased hers 2 , and that in 
the p&st 12 months her sales abroad of such skill 
requiring and “know-how” of production ex- 
acting goods as electrical, electronic, aircraft 
and automobile were equal to those of the United 
States—relatively to population, three times as 
great 

If the general public has already forgotten the 
performance of British planes In the recent war, 
it will come as a reminder of that supremacy 
that the Pratt & Whitney Co., the makers of the 
finest piston engines for airplanes that the 
United States has, have just spent two years and 
$5,000,000 in atarting to produce the Rolls-Royce 
jet engine (the “Nene” of the river series pro- 
duced by R.R In the interim it is hardly likely 
that the English company has rested on its laur- 
els and not produced something more advanced 
still 

No ona natiof can.claim a monopoly on brains, 
inventiveness or on a progressive, hustling men- 
tality, but a glance through the pages of any 
English engineering journal wil) show that Brit- 
ain ia still in the forefront of the nations in this 
respect and that the war has sharpened and not 
dulled her abilities

south of Africa to the Pole—presum- 
ably a completely ice-covered land 
which is approximately bisected by 
the Meridian of Greenwich 
It is by far the greates 
left for the explorer this side of the 
moon, This is the cou over which 
Rear AdmilFal Richard E. Byrd expects 
to fly thig Winter on his Afth Antarctic 
expedition

This flight has become # possibility 
only because of the latest develop 
ments in aviation The plan is to 
launch one or more planes—possibly 
P2V Neptunes which hold the world’s 
distarice record—from a navy carrier 
at the northern edge of the Weddell 
Sea ice pack. The filght, as proposed 
would be completely across the conti 
hent to the admirdl’s historic camp 
at Little America onthe Bay of 
Whales, an indentation ih the Ross 
ice cap south of New Zealand which 
has been the base of the four previous 
American expeditions and which was 
the starting point of the Norwegian 
explorer Amundsen on his trek to the 
Pole 

At Little America, a base camp with 
a landing strip on the ice will have 
been set up to enable the planes to 
land, refuel, and possibly continue 
their Might to New Zealand. The 
expedition will be entirely navy, under 
the executive command of Captain 
George E. Dufek, veteran Arctic and 
Antarctic explorer—commander of the 
eastern task force of the 1947 expedi- 
tion 

If the plan succeeds, Admiral Byrd 
will have fulfilled his dream of many 
years. On -his last 
pushing his plane to the extreme'iimit, 
he succeeded in getting about ten 
miles beyond the Pole from Little 
America and was able to look, quite 
superficially, over a radius of abou! 
100 miles 

All previous approaches to 4he Pole 
have been from the New Zealand side 
The Rosa Sea cuts such a deep inden-

tation -into—the continent that the 
*Pole is only about 600 miles from the 
edge of the great ice shelfo~"The great 
Rose ice peak can always be nego- 
(lated, although somiétimes with great 
difMeulty and peril, during mid 
Summer 

The picture from the African side 
is quite different. The Weddell pack 
is essentially unnegotiable. Nearly 800 
miles separates the edge of the conti- 
nent from the Pole, The one major 
effort to move inland from this direc- 
tion was that of Sir Ernest Shackleton 
in 1914: His proposal was very similar 
to Admiral Byrd's nt plan, except 
hat he intended conti- 
nent by foot rather than by alr A 
base camp had been set -up-on the 
edge of the Ross Sea and parties pro- 
ceeded toward the Pole setting up 
supply depots 

Shackleton's ship was crushed in 
the ice. He and his men drifted for 
more than a year on the Weddell 
pack, but finally reached South 
Georgia, after enduring greatest 
hardships ever recorded in polar 
exploration

While. the greater part of the terri- 
tory is completely unknown, some 
fairly safe predictions as to its nature 
can be ventured. It presumably will 
be an extension of the great, level, 
high plateau which extends from Ant- 
arctia’s mountain rim to the -Pole 
from every directior The ice is at 
east a mile thick. It may bé much 
thicker. It hides all natural features 
except the peaks of very high 
mountains
